COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Gov. 
James A. Rhodes signed into 
law today tighter regulations for 
nursing and rest home in Ohio. 
The statute stemmed from 
the 1963 Fitchville nursing home 
fire in which 63 patients per­ 
ished.

other new laws, boosting the to­ 
tal to 196 for the current legis­ 
lative session. 
They will: 
Authorize the Ohio Highway 
Department to provide financial 
assistance for those displaced by 
construction projects. 
Permit the Adult Parole Au­ 
thority to reduce the minimum 
sentence of a prisoner by the 
time served in jail or work­ 
house. 
Allow prisoners claiming vio­ 
lation of their 
constitutional 
rights to file in the trial court 
for a hearing as an alternative 
to habeas corpus actions. 
Permit the Adult Parole Au­ 
thority to grant administrative 
release to parole violators whose 
cases have been Inactive for IO 
years, without restoring citizen­ 
ship rights. 
Require county school boards 
to take over complete operations 
when only a single local board 
remains in the county.

Why do people undergo so 
many blood tests before an oper­ 
ation? 
Patients sometimes complain 
that “So much blood is taken 
while in a weakened condition.” 
Actually, the amount of blood 
that is removed is negligible. 
The purpose of all the blood 
tests is to insure the maximum 
safety during and after an op­ 
eration. 
The blood is carehdly grouped 
and typed so that blood can be 
available if transfusion should 
ever become necessary during 
surgery. 
The chemistry of the blood is 
studied for sugar, nitrogen and 
“ electrolyte balance ” This can 
be most important in the recov­ 
ery from serious surgery.

Why are pimples and swell­ 
ing of the nose 
considered so 
dangerous? 
Inflammation, swelling 
and 
tenderness of the tip of the nose 
indicates some kind of infection. 
Usually it is a tiny abscess in 
the base of the hair that lines 
the outside of the nose. Nose 
picking, w i t h and without a 
handkerchief, is a major cause 
of these furuncles, or abscess­ 
es. 
Before the era 
of the anti­ 
biotics, physicians were con­ 
cerned 
about 
the 
possibility 
that these 
infections c o u l d 
spread into deeper areas and 
even extend to the brain. Now, 
with antibiotics, the danger of 
such spreading is reduced to a 
minimum. 
Wet warm dressings, applied 
to the outside of the nose, moist 
cotton in the nasal opening, in 
addition to antibiotics, usually 
control the infection and keeps 
the tiny abscess in check until 
it “ comes to a head.” Then the 
redness and swelling disappear 
Hairs in the 
nose 
should 
never be picked out. Thy can 
be cut with special scissors that 
have first been cleaned with al­ 
cohol. 
Lubricating the nostril with a 
light albolene oil prevents dry­ 
ness, and protects against crust­ 
ing and the need to pick.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
number of Negro cadets and 
midshipmen at the three major 
service academies has reached 
a high point.

are 55 Negroes at Annapolis, 
West Point, and the Air Force 
Academy. This is 12 more than 
were enrolled at the end of the 
1964-1965 academic year. 
The 55 Negroes at the three 
academies still represent only a 
tiny fraction of the over-all total 
of about 9,700 midshipmen and 
cadets. 
Nonetheless, 
officials 
pro­ 
fessed to be encouraged that the 
trend is up. 
These officials are using tile 
“soft sell” method of trying to 
make Negro youths aware of 
the opportunities for going to 
the service academies. 
Authorities in the Pentagon’s 
“equal 
opportunity” 
program 
stressed that qualifications are 
not being “bent,” as they put it, 
to help Negro applicants make 
the grade into the academies. 
West Point currently leads in 
tile number of Negro cadets — 
29 out of nearly 2,700. Next 
comes the Air Farce Academy 
with 17 out of an enrollment of 
2,900. The Naval Academy, with 
tile biggest corps, has the few­ 
est Negroes — only 9 out of 4,- 
100.
